Miller, Jeered by Crowd at 
Troy, Loses Life When Gaso- 
line Tank Explodes. 


THIRTEEN DEAD THIS MONTH 


Tony Casteitane’s Biplane Turns Tur- 
tle at Mansfield, Penn.—Wife 
Sees Aviator Fall.

DAYTON, Ohio, Sept, 22.—Forced into 
the air by the jeers of thousands who 
ealled hima coward, Frank H: Miller, a 
Toledo aviator, shot into the sky at twi- 
light this evening, and at the height of 
200 feetwas niutned to death before the 
eyes of the terrified spectators on the 
Miami County Fair Grounds at Troy, 
north of here. -. 

‘Miller had circled the race track and 
was just starting on a spiral glide into a 
neighboring cornfield. when it .was seen 
that something was wrong. Miller could 
be «seen frantically attempting to get 
his machine under control. Then sudden- 
ly the whirring of the propellers ceased. 

The craft dropped like a snot for a 
distartice of fifty feet, when a tiny blue 
flame was discovered coming from the 
engine. An instant later .@ report was 
heard, and it was seen that the gasoline 
tank had exploded. A large portion of the 
craft was torn away by the impact and 
hurled hundreds of feet in all directions. 

The remainder of the machine, with ‘its 
driver burned to a crisp, dropped rapidly 
to. earth, When it struck thé ground 
Miller was under the motor, Men pulled 
him from under the wreckage. I wr was 
found that most of his clothing was 
burned from his body and his ‘features 
were unrecognizable, yany bones in his 
body were broken by the fall; The frame 
work of tiie machine wag aflame when it 
struck the earth, and’ the fire ‘was ex- 
Hyp uehed by, throwing dirt.on it.

12 on the Lapland, On the, voyage she 
was introduced, she says, to‘a charming 
man whose name was given as Constan- 
tine yon Rosenburg. He came from Cuba, 
where,’ he said, he was interested in a 
sugar plantation. As Mrs. Myers had re- 
cently returned from a visit to Havana, 
she and her traveling companion found 
an interesting subject in common. Rosen- 





burg’ was attentive to her on the voyage. 

When they Yande@ at Antwerp, Mrs. | 
Myers discharged the maid who had | 
journeyed’ with her from New York, and 
traveled to Paris alone. Soon after her | 
arrival Rosenburg appeared and their’| 
ship-board acquaintance was renewed. 

After a brief stay in France Mrs. Myers 
went to London and there registered at 
the Cecil. Presently Rosenburg arrived ' 
in Iondon. Mrs. Myers had placed her | 
jewelry’ in>care of the hotel people and 
with it $1,000, the amount/of a check she 
had just cashed: 

On the evening of Sept: 12, as she in- 
tended to go. to the theatre, Mrs. Myers 
took from the hotel strong. box several 
articles of jewelry which she intended to 
wear and $400.

Mr, Srovsr,-in his capacity as Com- 
missioner of Parks, is doing something. 
Competent witnesses testify that what) 
he is doing will injure rather than help 
Central Park, but hitherto Mr. Stover 
has permitted the injury of the’ Park 
to go on, without doing much himself. 
It. is positively gratifying to find him 
in action, The mismanagement of the 
valuable property of this. city“is so com- 
monthat few citizens can be stirred 
to‘open wrath about it. Our parks have 
been shamefully ill-trgated. The plan 
to resoil Central Park was.-submitted 
by Mr. Parsons, the retired Landscape 
Architect of the Park, some years ago, 
The process was thoroughly explained, 
and. the plan had the approval of: all 
authorities in landscape gardening, in- 
cluding the Bureau, of Soils of the 
United States Agricultural Department. 
The work was to be carried. forwara 
throngh a term of years, and’so ar- 
ranged that only a comparatively small 
portion of any of the Park fields would 
be under repair at once. The’ cost of 
this work ‘woul@ have been about 
$1,250,000, ‘but this would. not all have 
been expended in one year, or two. In 
Boston they are renovating the historic 
Common at a cost which in the larger 
area of Central Park would amount to 
more than $3,000,000. |! 

Mr. Stover is plowing over the sur- 
face of Park lawns, using ho new top- 
soil, an@ insufficient fertilizer, and 
talking about the work with the air of 
authority on landscape gardening which 
might be excused in a man who had 
been appreaticed to Adam in Rden.

What is happening out of Wall-Street 
is often more important than anything 
which happens in it, especially when

The signifi- 
cance of such business is always sub- 
ject to. discount, and seldom means 
what it-appears to. Only the callow. 
can imagine that' men. haying that 
amount of bona-fide property to sell 
would sell it in that way. “It! is more 
likely that sellers of that. calibre would 
have completed their selling before the 
common crowd knéw that there was 
jany necessity of sélling. It is imag- 
inable that, knowing the effect ot sell- 
ing a large volume of stock, such a 
seller would sell twice as much, in the 
expectation of buying the surplus back 
at a profit onthe decline. . When. be- | 
lated and-necessitous sellers appear in 
the market it is.a benefit to all con- 
cerned to have in’ readiness a suitable 
volume of buying orders to prevent a 
total collapse through the absence of 
those not daring to buy becausé not 
knowing the explapation of the. decline.

THE TRUST REORGANIZATIONS. 

The statement given out at Washing- 
ton yesterday regarding the alteration 
of the form of the “ Trust” organiza- 
tions {s more consistent with our instl!- 
tutions than the ideas of some com- 
mentators, Regulation’ by law is one 
thing, and endurable whatever the law, 
because the law is the same for all; and 
must be changed if it is not endurable. 
But “ government regulation,” as it is 
called. by some, is another thing, and 
is unendutable. For the ‘Attorney 
General to undertake to approve any 
givefi set of amendments of any corpo- 
rate organization: would ‘be for him to 
assume functions incompatible with our 
constitutional arrangements, however 
agreeable to. a benevolent despotism. 

Fortunately. the..Attorney General 
sees this, and declines the duty some 
would thrust ‘upon him. In the author- 
{tative statement made yesterday it is 
sald “the law department cannot un- 
dertake to act as untye 1 counsel for 
the trusts.” It would: undesirable 
if it were possible, since it would make 
the Government responsible for the for- 
tunes of the trusts, and would mingle 
Government and enterprise in an objec- 
tionable manner. Fancy an economic 
reaction for which it would be charged 
with some ground, however unjustly, 
that’ the Government was responsible 
because of its advice to its clients. And 
fancy’ ‘plea by-a bad Trust in court 
that its Sts were approved by the Gov- 
‘ernment. ‘ 

The Department of Justice can go no 
further than‘to say that {t sees no rea- 
son to object to.any proposal of any 
Trust to bring its, organization within 
4the ruling of ‘the court. As the Wash- 
ington statement says, “ The final ap- 
provel is for the court to make.” It $s| 
well that the burden should be diffused 
thus generally.

SECOND AVENUE. WIDENING. 


Protests Against President McAneny’s 
Forthcoming Report as Unjust. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Property owners on Second Avenue were 
surprised early in April with a notice to 
make alterations, in order that the ave- 
nue might be widened sixteen feet, from 
Houston. to Twenty-third Street? The 
heads of several churches .and philan- 
thropic institutions affected wrote to the 
Borough President, pointing out the use- 
lessness of such widening, and were in- 
formed that there had been a great in- 
crease of traffic.on the avenue, &c.,. but 
that he would grant us a rehearing, pend- 
ing which the order for removal of ob- 
structions would be suspended. 

President McApeny wrote to me early 
in July, and té two or three others; that 
he had concluded to proceed without a 
rehearing,’ that certain owners had al- 
ready made extensive alterations and 
that we must do likewise. Properly word- 
ed letters to Mr. McAneny ‘were not even 
acknowledged, and some of us felt it our 
duty as citizens, as well as. our right as 
property ~holders, to ask for a hearing 
‘pefore the Board of~Estimate, and the 
arguments of the seventeen petitioners 
were heard to-day. Mr. McAneny then 
claimed that the abandoning’ of the’ wid- 
ening would‘ be an injustice to the prop- 
erty holders who had already made the 
alterations, although he was forced to 
admit that they had no means of knowing 
that the matter was held’ in abeyance. 
He also blamed the petitioners (for! de- 
laying an important improvenient until 
he was shown that he alone was gullity of 
procrastination. As the Board of Hati- 
mate referred the matter back to Mr, Mc- 
Aneny for a report, the nature of which 
he.clearly foreshadowed, I deem it proper 
to call public attention to this progpsed 
widéning. 

Mr. McAneny states, on the authority of 
his consulting. engineer; that the traffic 
on. Second Avenue is ‘as great as on 
Broadway.”
